The editorial staff of the B.A.R., in conjunction 
with publisher Bob Ross ; met October 8 to recom¬ 
mend the superior candidates for Supervisor in the 
November 8 election. 

The criteria were several: How does the 

candidate respond to Human Rights and, in particu¬ 
lar, Gay Rights and Gay Issues (i.e. the Gay Center: 
anti-discrimination ordinances to include sexual 
orientation in hiring, housing and public accommoda¬ 
tions: appointment of Gays to City commissions and 
panels; funding for Gay services and the Gay Day 
Parade). For incumbents, what has been their 
record vis a vis Gay Rights (not words, but action 
and accomplishments). JFor Gay candidates, what 
has been their record of responsibility and account¬ 
ability. In addition, what candidate would best 
represent the interests of their particular district. 

We did not select from either a "throw the bums 
out" attitude or stick with the old guard. We found 
some incumbents superior to challengers and some 
newcomers preferable to incumbents - and we 
followed no party line. 

We were aware that we did not know enough 
about all 137 candidates, that certain districts (i.e. 
2, 3, 4, 5, 6) concerned us more than others, and that 
some choices were simple (i.e. District 6) and a few 
most difficult - if not painful (i.e. District 3). 

Finally, we have always believed that compe¬ 
tent and responsible Gay persons should be sitting on 
the Board of Supervisors.

Churches Warned: 
Stay Out Of Gay Politics 


SACRAMENTO 
Churches that become 
substantially involved in 
collecting signatures for 
an anti-homosexual initi¬ 
ative could jeopardize 
their tax-exempt status, 
an assistant attorney gen¬ 
eral says. 

Edward Hollingshead, 
chief of Atty. Gen. Evelle 
Younger's tax law section, 
said that churches' income 
tax exemption bars "sub¬ 
stantial involvement" in 
attempting to influence 
legislation. 

In the specific area of 
collecting signatures for 
the initiative supported by 
Sen. John Briggs (R - 
Fullerton), HolTingshead 
said the state Franchise 
Tax Board and Internal 


Revenue Service would 
have to examine each 
church's record "on a 
case-by-case basis." 

Briggs has called on 
churches to help him 
collect signatures Tor the 
initiative, which asks that 
school boards be able to 
fire a teacher for advo¬ 
cating or publicly discuss¬ 
ing homosexuality. 

Briggs is gathering 
more tnan 300,000 signa¬ 
tures needed to place the 
measure on the June bal¬ 
lot next year. 

He said he believes 
churches can involve their 
members in politics be¬ 
cause "in America we 
have freedom of religion, 
not freedom from 
religion."

* Hollingshead said a 
church's "one-shot activ¬ 
ity may not be substantial 
enough to imperil their 
exemption." He said that 
issue would have to be 
■decided by the Franchise 

Tax Board and the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service. 

"They'd have to look at 
all a church's activities 
and determine what por¬ 
tion was spent" gathering 
signatures for such an 
initiative, he said. 

Paul Hardman, chair¬ 
man of Pride Foundation, 
has been alerting the vari¬ 
ous Gay churches that 
they, too, are vulnerable. 
Haraman told the B.A.R. 
that as of a first of the 
year (77) IRS ruling, any 
church's tax-exempt 

status is subject to inves¬ 
tigation. "The rules," he 
said, "are now much more 
restrictive with regard to 
a church and political 
activity." 

Substantial involvement 
is no longer the criterion. 
The IRS has ruled about 
churches and political 
activity: 

"Attempts to influence 
legislation are not limited 
to direct appeals to mem¬ 
bers of the legislature. 
Also included are appeals 
to the electorate, asking 
them to contact legisla¬ 
tors. This includes all 
appeals to the general 
public, not merely those 
that contain a request to 
contact a legislator or 
take other specific action. 

"Similarly, requesting 
executives to support or 
oppose legislation is in¬ 
cluded. If the underlying 
purpose is the advocacy of 
particular legislation, 
then there has oeen an 
attempt to influence leg¬ 
islation within the mean¬ 
ing of the Code." 

Hardman also stated, 
"Gay churches must look 
at the handwriting on the 
wall - they are the most 
vulnerable to attack 
should the government 
begin enforcing the tax 
law prohibitions." 


Suit Filed To Seek Withdrawal 
Of Briggs Initiative 

SAN FRANCISCO - A lawsuit was filed October 17 

withdrawal

The controversial initiative would jeopardize 
the jobs of California public schoolteachers who are 
homosexual as well as teachers who "advocate 
private or public homosexual activity." 

The lawsuit was brought by David Goldman, a 
San Francisco teacher. It asks the Supreme Court to 
order the Attorney General to withdraw the initi¬ 
ative on the grounds that the title and summary do 
not conform to the California Elections Code. 

The lawsuit alleges that the title and summary 
under which the initiative is being circulated are 
grossly misleading. 

The Elections Code requires that the title and 
summary adequately inform the persons asked to 
sponsor such an initiative measure of its main 
purpose and effects. 

According to Donald Knutson, one of the attor¬ 
neys for the petitioner, "From its summary, one 
would expect that this initiative deals only with 
teachers who have made homosexual advances to 
their students, or those who commit public sex 
crimes, or those who advocate the commission of 
such crimes. 

"If that was its purpose, the initiative would not 
be necessary at all. California law presently deals 
with such cases even more severely than would the 
initiative." 


The lawsuit alleges that the title and summary 
differ from the initiative in two major aspects:

2. The title and summary make no mention of the 
fact that the initiative places severe restrictions on 
the freedom of speech of all California teachers, 
teachers aides, administrators and counselors. The 
initiative would have a chilling effect on the ability 
of school personnel to discuss the subject of homo¬ 
sexuality in public or private, in school or out of 
school, for fear they will lose their jobs. 

According to Knutson, a director of the Pride 
Foundation, this is an unprecedented action. 

"The courts are reluctant to interfere with the 
initiative process, except in extraordinary cases. 
This is such a case. An important effect of this 
initiative will be to place substantial limitations on 
the civil liberties of all teachers in California. The 
least the law should require is that the persons asked 
to sponsor it have some idea of what they're signing 
and what its effects would be," he said.

BACABI has called an 
open general meeting for 
Wednesday, Nov. 9> 7pm 
at 330 Grove Street, tor 
community input on the 
Speakout plans. Mean¬ 
while, it has urged open 
participation in its Sunday 
steering committee ses¬ 
sions, which are lining up 
Gay and non-Gay speakers 
as well as outreach and 
publicity for the event. 
The Oct. 30 meeting is set 
for 4pm at 23rd & Capp 
Streets, but subsequent 
Sunday gatherings will 
likely be at 330 Grove. 


The Gay Academic 
Union at San Francisco 
State University has 
slated a Saturday, Nov. 5, 
open forum to discuss the 
role college campuses can 
have for Dec. 3 and after¬ 
wards. It will begin at 
10am at S.F. State's Stu¬ 
dent Union. 

BACABI became a 
single-focused group Oct. 
13 after a general meet¬ 
ing called by San Fran¬ 
cisco's Coalition for 
Human Rights attracted 
300 people. Temporary 
co-chairpersons are Paula 
Lichtenberg and Michael 
Mank. 

Gay leaders around the 
state feel they must pro¬ 
ceed under am assumption 
that the Briggs initiative 
will qualify. Petitions 
circulated by the Cali¬ 
fornia Save Our Children 
organization must be filed 
by Dec. 2 to qualify the 
anti-Gay initiative for a 
June 6, 1978, decision by 
the state's voters. The 
Dec. 3 Speakouts are seen 
as the initial counter¬ 
attack coinciding with any 
qualification.

Depositions Taken 
From Anita 
Bryant & 
Save Our Children 

SAN FRANCISCO - On 
Thursday, Oct. 20, Pride 
Foundation attorneys in 
Miami, Florida, took dep¬ 
ositions from Anita Bry¬ 
ant and Save Our Children 
in the lawsuit stemming 
from the murder of 
Robert Hillsborough. 

Hillsborough, a San 
Francisco gardener, was 
brutally murdered last 
June by four men who 
followed him and his 
roommate, Jerry Taylor, 
home after a parking lot 
argument. 

A five million dollar 
complaint was filed in 
federal court against the 
four defendants, Anita 
Bryant, Save Our Children 
ana Sen. John Briggs (R - 
Fullerton), charging them 
with conspiracy to violate 
the slain man's civil 
rights. 

Witnesses testified that 
the four men cried "fag¬ 
got, faggot" as Hills¬ 
borough was stabbed 15 
times. 

Both Briggs and the 
Miami SOCT group have 
denied any connection 
with the California inci¬ 
dent, in spite of public 
statements by both Briggs 
and Bryant in support of 
( each other and Bryant's

"At least this lawsuit 
will keep her out of Cali¬ 
fornia," said Paul Hard¬ 
man, chairperson of the 
Pride Foundation. 

The deposition is being 
conducted by chief coun¬ 
sel John Vaisey, a Pride 
Foundation Director, who 
is volunteering his time. 

The deposition is a 
series of questions to be 
answered under oath, not 
unlike examination at a 


trial. Among its purposes 
is to narrow the issues in 
a factual dispute, in this 
case whether Bryant had 
sufficient contact with 
California defendants and 
in California to satisfy 
jurisdiction here. 

Since the Miami cam¬ 
paign led by Bryant, 
numerous incidents of 
violence against homo¬ 
sexuals have occurred in 
San Francisco and around 
the country, with numer¬ 
ous statements like 
"Here's one for Anita" be¬ 
ing shouted by the perpe¬ 
trators.

First Hollywood 
Bowl Figures 

HOLLYWOOD - In an 
interview with Ralph 
Goldman, Los Angeles 
accountant, Ace London 
of PCT filed the following 
report: 

- Ralph Goldman of the 

J Segel and Goldman firm in 
Los Angeles is the man 
handling the accounting of 
the books, only one of a 
panel of five selected to 
watch-dog the operations. 
This panel consists of two 
S.O.H.R. members (Nancy 
Roth and Richard MorellJ, 
two Russo Productions 
members (Russo and at¬ 
torney Gerald Edelstein), 
and Ralph Goldman. 

Prior to this encounter, 
Goldman had only met 
Russo a few years ago in 
Hawaii, a brief few min¬ 
utes of social introduc¬ 
tion. He had never met or 
known any of the S.O.H.R. 
members or attorney 
Edelstein, who selected 
Goldman and asked him to 
help. 


Goldman stated, "I be¬ 
came involved because I 
believe in the overall 
problem." 

"The facts are good," he 
said. "As far as we can 
ascertain at this time, no¬ 
body had their hand in the 
cookie jar. The Gay com¬ 
munity should gain." 

I spoke with Goldman at 
his home. He did not have 
the exact figures in front 
of him but stated that 
approximately $355,000 
was grossed from the 
event. 

The books have not as 
yet received a final audit. 
As Goldman stated, "All 
suppliers must submit 
final bills before we can 
close out the books. Bills 
are still coming in as of 
today." 

The Hollywood Bowl 
box office was trustee of 
all income monies. They 
turned over their account¬ 
ing to Goldman Oct. 1. 

In pre-concert press 
meetings, Russo had 
stated they hoped to raise 
$450,000. But of the total 
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17,436 seats available for 
sale at the Bowl, approxi¬ 
mately 2,000 of the $30, 
$10 and $5 seats were not 
sold. 

Russo had also previ¬ 
ously stated that he antic¬ 
ipated production costs 
for the event to be in the 
vicinity of $250,000. 
Goldman says it looks like 
S.O.H.R. will receive 
around $125,000 mini¬ 
mum, but wouldn't know 
the exact figure until all 
bills had been received. 
The Gay community will 
have the exact accounting 
when it's completed, 
Goldman assured. "If, in 
fact, anyone is mis-using 
their power or funds, I'd 
be the first to make a 
public disclosure. I have 
much more to lose than 
gain from this." 

From the preliminary 
audit, Goldman acknowl¬ 
edged that the majority 
cost factors involved 
I.A.T.S.E. union workers 
. . . stage hands, sym¬ 
phony orchestra, Bowl box 
office people, security 
personnel, the Bowl rental 
itself, fireworks display, 
and advertising costs. 
"Even the insurance com¬ 
pany brokers waived their 
commissions," he stated, 
"and the audience was not 
papered either" . . . only 
the press received free 
passes. 

L.A. Times, 
Sac. Bee, Support 
Gay Teachers

The largest and most 
influential newspaper in 
the West, the LOS 
ANGELES TIMES, had 
editorially called upon the 
public to "ignore" the 
anti-Gay teacher initi¬ 
ative sponsored by State 
Senator John V. Briggs. It 
has been joined by the 
powerful SACRAMENTO 

Questioning the consti¬ 
tutionality of the initi¬ 
ative itself, the TIMES 
called it "loosely worded 
and maliciously inclusive," 
saying that if it became 
law it would mean that 
teachers "could be dis¬ 
missed out of hand simply 
for exercising on their 
own time their constitu¬ 
tional rights of advocacy." 
The TIMES concluded, 
"The best advice for Cali¬ 
fornia voters is to ignore 
this backward-stepping 
initiative if they are 
asked to sign it, and 
reject it should it qualify 
for the ballot. Our hope 
is that the U.S. Supreme 
Court, in time, will ex¬ 
tend the protections of 
that law to all other 
states where homosexual 
teachers are threatened 
by inequitable, arbitrary 
and insensitive regula¬ 
tions." 

The SACRAMENTO 
BEE, the most widely read 
newspaper in the Central 
Valley, repeated a stand 
which it took after the 
defeat in Miami: "Homo¬ 
sexuals need no special 
ordinances to protect 
them because as citizens 
they are guaranteed their 
own civil rights by the 
U.S. Constitution. Thus 
they should not suffer dis¬ 
crimination in housing or 


employment . . . The 
Supreme Court's refusal 
to near the James Gaylord 
case (the Tacoma, Wash¬ 
ington, teacher who lost 
his job after stating that 
he was Gay) calls into 
question this assertion." 

The BEE was chagrined 
at the Supreme Court de¬ 
cision, "which gives com¬ 
fort to deny homosexuals 
jobs ... It is difficult to 
regard the Supreme 
Court's action as anything 
but a distinct retreat 
from the principle that 
citizens are entitled to 
equal protection under the 
law." 

The actual wording of 
the initiative, as pre¬ 
sented in a condensed 
form on the initiative 
petitions, denies employ¬ 
ment to people who nave 
had oral or anal same-sex 
in public, or for having 
"advocated or. promoted 
private or public homo¬ 
sexual acts. It estab¬ 
lished a hearing procedure 
for teachers who are 
accused of being homo¬ 
sexual. 

Briggs is currently mov¬ 
ing across the state, 
attempting to rally funda¬ 
mentalist Christian groups 
-to circulate petitions m 
churches. Specific 

charges against some of 
these churches, who are 
violating federal internal 
revenue laws involving tax 
exemption, are being tiled 
by the Pride Foundation 
of San Francisco. 

Court Ruling: 
Gay Can’t Be 
Kept From Gays 

LOS ANGELES - A judge 
ruled last week that an 
admitted homosexual may 
not be barred as a condi¬ 
tion of probation from 
associating with other 
homosexuals because it 
violated his constitutional 
rights. 

Municipal Court Judge 
Jack Tso signed an order 
revising the terms of pro¬ 
bation tor Edwin Womhle, 
37, to state generally that 
he must obey all laws. 

. A petition had been 
filed by attorney Thomas 
Coleman of the National 
Committee for Sexual 
Liberties demanding lift¬ 
ing of probation terms im- 

g osed last year, which 
arred Womble from asso¬ 
ciating with known homo¬ 
sexuals or frequenting 
places where they congre¬ 
gate. 

Coleman had declared 
in court that he himself 
was a known homosexual, 
and that the terms would 
prevent him from meeting 
with Womble to discuss 
the case. 

Reacting to yesterday's 
action, Coleman said: 
"Needless to say, we're 
very pleased with it. and 
we hope we can work out 
some sort of plan with the 
county attorney to see 
that this sort of thing 
doesn't happen again." 

Womble had been 
charged with lewd con¬ 
duct, then pleaded no con¬ 
test to a reduced charge 
of trespass.

Navy Meritorious Award 
as well as several commu¬ 
nity service awards, Ama¬ 
dor holds an M.A. in 
Urban Anthropology from 
California State Universi¬ 
ty, Los Angeles. Besides 
developing Gay studies, 
Amador has spent the past 
eight years researching 
Gay communities ana 
recently authored "Gay 
L.A.: An Anthropological 
Perspective," an attitudi- 
nal survey of Gays and 
non-Gays in Los Angeles. 

As Los Angeles' first 
"full-time" Gay Liaison, 
Amador feels it is most 
important to, "Be aware, 
honest and open," he says, 
"and remember the key to 
understanding lies in func¬ 
tioning as a positive 
model for Gays AND non- 
Gays alike." 


Some of Amador's over¬ 
all goals include offering 
seminars on Gay culture 
and history to other com¬ 
munity representatives as 
well as elected officials, 
vghile he continues to 
teach Gay people their 
roots. "Gays are probably 
the only minority who 
know virtually nothing 
about their own cultural 
roots, and yet we desper¬ 
ately need as much infor¬ 
mation as possible to off¬ 
set fear and discrimina¬ 
tion," Amador states; "But 
no one else is going to 
teach us our roots. We 
have to do it ourselves!" 

Among other interests 
in Amador's life are his 
father, Richard, and his 
mate of nearly eight 
years, Tony Karnes (the 
three live together in the 
Los Feliz area in Los 
Angeles). Last April 
Amador ran for a vacant 
California State Assembly 
seat as an open and quali¬ 
fied Gay person. Quickly

Marcello is 28 and a 
teacher in Pistoia, a town 
near Florence. He has 
known that he is Gay for 
several years, but has 
kept this fact from his 
parents, brothers and 
sisters with whom he 
lives.

Recently he 
rented an apartment in 
Florence with a Lesbian 
friend. This will afford 
him a chance to be with 
his four or five Gay 
friends away from family 
scrutiny.

His family believes he is 
having an affair with his 
female friend. Pressures 
for them to marry are 
mounting. If the admin¬ 
istration at his school 
learns he is a homosexual, 
he will be fired immedi¬ 
ately. 

Yet Marcello thinks of 
himself as liberated be¬ 
cause he openly goes to 
the Gay disco and has 
managed to move from his 
family without marrying. 
For Italy, Marcello has 
come a long way. The 
vast majority of Italian

Gays lead double lives. 

Many succumb to social 
pressures and marry. Gay 
life is carried on under a 
veneer of heterosexuality. 
For example, Paolo, who 
lives in Rome, is obliged 
to go out and make love 
to women though he pre¬ 
fers to relate sexually to 
men. He is afraid of what 
his family would say if he 
did not have an occasional 
female date. 

Ironically, the same 
conventions that restrict 
him give the Gay husband 
the freedom to go out 
when he wishes with im¬ 
punity. It is a man’s 
world. Italian women 
have been staying home 
with the bambini for 
generations. 

Where do Gay men go? 

The large cities such as 
Rome abound in public 
meeting places. Dusk 
finds the Lungo Tevere 
(along the banks of the 
Tiber) crowded with 
strolling men hoping for a 
pickup. The bushes in the 
Circus Maximus, a large 

? iark ; creak and rustle, be- 
raying to the knowing the 
brief, mostly anonymous 
sexual liaisons taking 

g lace beneath the orange 
Loman sky. There are 
cinemas where silent 
gropings vie for attention 
with the second-run 
movies - a scene remi¬ 


niscent of the most seamy 
Times Square film houses. 
The more liberated may 
attend discos which are 
found only in the large 
northern cities. 

The majority of sexual 
encounters are fleeting, 
speechless. Names are 
rarely exchanged. In 
urban centers homosexu¬ 
als may form couples or 
even be out of the closet, 
but only to a circum¬ 
scribed circle of close 
friends. 

In many ways conditions 
are similar to the United 
States before the Gay lib¬ 
eration movements of the 
late 1960s. Secrecy^ iso¬ 
lation, self-depreciation 
and fear bubble under the 
surface of seeming 
heterosexuality. 

The attitude of the 
police toward Gays does 
not help assuage fear. 
Recently a young Roman 
named Marco was appre¬ 
hended by the police on 
one of their periodic 
sweeps through the bushes 
in the Circus Maximus. 
They threatened to charge 
him with acts against 
"public morality" (there 
are no laws against homo¬ 
sexuality per se). Even 
though he is a social pro¬ 
gressive, he feared public 
exposure and embarrass¬ 
ment to his family. 

* * * 

Marco was blackmailed 
by the police for several 
months until they lost 
interest in him. His story 
is not unique. Blackmail 
and bribery of Gay men at 
the hands of the police is 
common. Marco is sure 
that they keep lists for 
future use of those who 
have been caught. Al¬ 
though there is little 
chance of an arrest or 
conviction for defiance of 
the "morality codes," the 
toll exacted through fear 
may be more devastating. 

The only organizations 
for gay men are political 
and leftist. Universities 
boast no Gay student 
unions as in America* 
There are no clubs for 
Gay professionals or 
workers as one may find 
in California. The FUORI 
(meaning "out"), an acro¬ 
nym for Fronte Unitario 
Omosesuale Revoluzion- 
ario Italiano, is the larg¬ 
est and most vocal Gay 
group. Organized in Turin 
m 1972 by Angelo 
Pezzana ana others, 
FUORI is a broad-based 
Gay rights organization 
with chapters in most 
northern and a few south¬ 
ern Italian cities. It: 
members are mostly left¬ 
ists (a large group in Italy) 
who agitate for Gay 
rights, although no bills 
have been presented to 
the Italian Parliament. 
The FUORI is active 
mostly through the non- 
ideological civil rights- 
oriented Partido Radicale. 



Small Gay collectives 
have sprung up in various 
cities as more radical 
alternatives to the 
FUORI.

Hallinan, a lawyer liv¬ 
ing in the Haight, comes 
from a distinguished fam¬ 
ily and seems content to 
run on just that: money, 
support from the Demo 
Party bosses, and the 
family name. Neither St. 
Clair nor Hallinan are 
known as champions of 
Gay rights. That brings us 
to the two remaining 
front-running candidates, 
Harvey Milk and Rick 
Stokes. 

Both Milk and Stokes 
have served on the Board 
of Permit Appeals. 
Stokes was appointed to 
replace Milk when Milk 
was fired when he decided 
last year to run for the 
State Assembly. Both can 
stand before you and 
recite things they have 
done for the Gay ‘’'move¬ 
ment" until they are blue 
in the face. Both are 
sincere and well meaning. 
The comparison stops 
right there. 

I live in District 5 and 
will mince no more words 
about why I will be voting 
for Milk on Election Day. 
The man is a natural lead¬ 
er. He has guts, cares 
about people - all people - 
straight and Gay; but 
above all he is his own 
man. Milk has shown his 
independence time after 
time; he owes nothing to 
anyone. Certainly not the 
people who run the Demo¬ 
cratic Party, the Chamber 
of Commerce, or those 
who run City Hall itself. 
A recent story in the BAY 
GUARDIAN was even en¬ 
titled "Who's Still Afraid 
of Harvey Milk?" The 
story listed all of the 
party hacks, the down¬ 
town money interests, the 
politicians - all of them 
scared as hell of the 
"independence" of Harvey 
Milk. 

An outstanding indica¬ 
tion of Milk's ability to 
work with other people 
came right in his own dis¬ 
trict the days immediate¬ 
ly following the June 7 
election in Miami. At the 
time of the Miami disas¬ 
ter, Rick Stokes, by virtue 
of his status on the most 
important City commis¬ 
sion, was the "ranking" 
Gay person in this City; 
he (Stokes) was thrust into 
the position of potential 
leadership, but how did he 
handle it? Stokes did not 
use his position or influ¬ 
ence to organize any 
meetings or attend those

that were organized. He 
did not join m any of the 
six days of marches 
following Miami. He did 
nothing whatsoever to in¬ 
dicate that he understood 
or cared about what took 

S lace in Miami - not a 
amned thing. 

On the other hand, 
Harvey Milk was there 
every night when those 
frustrated, volatile people 
marched, Gays and 
straights alike. He was 
there to lend whatever 
support and understanding 
he could. On the Friday 
night following Election 
Tuesday in Miami (the 
night when things threat¬ 
ened to get out of hand on 
Castro Street and nearly 
two thousand people sat 
down in the street and 
refused to move) it was 
Milk that the police from 
the Mission Station went 
to and asked to speak to 
the people. It was Milk 
who got on the police 

f iublic address system 
rom a patrol car and told 
those angry marchers 
that, yes, ne too shared 
their frustration and 
anger; yes, he too under¬ 
stood how they felt, but 
that he also realized that 
we were blocking the 
street, disrupting the 
Muni system, ana asked 
for cooperation with the 
police, who were them¬ 
selves cooperating with 
the problem. Only after 
Harvey Milk assured those 
people that he would 
march with them the fol¬ 
lowing night (Saturday) 
did those nearly two thou¬ 
sand people agree to dis¬ 
perse ana leave. The next 
night Milk and nearly 
three thousand marched, 
ending with a final rally 
on Castro Street. The 

? olice of the Mission Sta- 
ion will confirm this inci¬ 
dent gladly. 

That, my friends, is 
what leadership is all 
about. Where the hell was 
Stokes during all of this? 
Ask him the next time he 
tells you how he has 
fought for our cause. 

Milk has been accused 
of being a "street person." 
He replies, "Better the 
streets than the closets." 


Milk seems most comfort¬ 
able when he is there - 
there where the action is 
and where the problems 
arise. "Harvey Milk has 
always been there when 
needed" sounds like a 
cliche, I know, but it is a 
fact. He was at every 
meeting of SOHR from 
the first till after it was 

f iut together. He helped 
orm GAY PAC; he was at 
coalition meeting after 
coalition meeting. And 
finally, when KPIX-TV 
wanted someone from the 
Gay community to oppose 
Senator Briggs on TV, 
they chose Harvey Milk. 
KPIX reported the viewer 
response to be over¬ 
whelming in Milk's favor. 
Milk showed intelligence, 
restraint and common 
sense in bettering Briggs 
in that debate. The point 
is not that Milk bettered 
Briggs; but that it was 
Milk that the people at 
KPIX wanted to take on 
Briggs. 

It is small wonder that 
not only Gay groups from 
GALA to SF Gay Demo 
Club, the Minutemen 
Democratic Club, the 
Sentinel, B.A.R., as well 
as others, have endorsed 
Milk, while Stokes failed 
to get the endorsement of 
his own political club, 
Alice B. Toklas Demo 
Club. 

The same type of sensi¬ 
tivity regarding the Gay 
community carries over 
into other issues - the Gay 
Community Center: 

Harvey testified several 
times against tearing 
down the Gay Community 
Center to be replaced by 
a parking lot. Milk argued 
for the Center while 
Stokes told members of 
Alice Toklas Club that he 
would have testified of 
the need for more parking 
at that site - even though 
it would have meant 
demolishing the Center 
(coincidental, of course, 
that Stokes law office 
happens to be across the 
street). 

It doesn't stop just in 
the Gay community; prob¬ 
ably the one reason that 
many think Milk will win

To have the largest and 
most politically important 
Mexican group in the City 
Mexican-American 
Political Ass'n (MAPA) - 
endorse a Gay candidate 
speaks well about Milk's 
ability to reach out to 
others and the list goes on 
and on to the Firefighters, 
other unions, neighbor¬ 
hood groups, a group of 
senior citizens, and 
others. 

Within the Castro area 
it was Harvey Milk who 
understood how to lead, 
and that is why the mer¬ 
chants group that he 
helped form - the Castro 
Village Ass'n - is now the 
largest neighborhood asso¬ 
ciation in the City.

Rick Stokes: The Logical Choice

Several years ago, be¬ 
fore anyone ever heard of 
Harvey Milk, I met a 
young, Gay activist work¬ 
ing for his degree in law 
at U.C.-Davis. In fact, I 
met him many times in 
Sacramento and in San 
Francisco because we 
trayeled in the same 
circle - a few people who 
were working with legisla¬ 
tors and professional asso¬ 
ciations to win accept¬ 
ance for Gay people. This 
person won my immediate 
respect because he was 
steady, plotting and tal¬ 
ented in winning accept¬ 
ance among the people we 
needed - and still must 
have - to achieve Gay 
liberation. 

One of Rick Stokes' 
faults ? if it can be called 
that, is that he was - and 
is - a cool, methodical 
worker who is willing to 
give a great deal ot his 
legal talent and argumen¬ 
tative skills where it 
counts - but where it may 
not make the headlines. 
It is not surprising that he 
has been on the boards 
and heads of committees 
in some of our most im¬ 
portant Gay organizations 
for many years while his 
most significant Gay op- 

E onent has been making 
eadlines. Unlike Milk, 
Stokes has not been trying 
to find the reporters. In¬ 
stead, Stokes has been 
seeking out and winning 
politicians and profession¬ 
als who have and will do 
us the most good. 

Harvey Milk has been 
attempting to discredit 
the many supporters that 
we have in public office 
because they support Rick 
Stokes, doing Gay libera¬ 
tion a serious disservice. 
At a time when we should 
be encouraging those who 
support us, Milk has been 
publicly attacking those 
elected officials to win 
office for himself. 

There is a need for 
some headlines, but the 
headlines which this 
writer wishes to see is 
that we have achieved our

[arvey Milk has never 
been even a participant. 
Every elected politician 
and professional knows 
this, but some in the Gay 
community still follow the 
sensational headliner, a 
modern times Pied Piper.

The well-financed polit¬ 
ical Right in this country, 
exposed in a brilliant 
series of articles by Sasha 
Gregory-Lewis in the

This reporter has 
just returned from three 
weeks in Sacramento, 
which is one of the cen¬ 
ters of the fundamentalist 
Christians who support 
the Briggs initiative to 
bar Gay teachers. 

On my first day in Sac¬ 
ramento I received a 
ticket for jaywalking. 
The officers treated me 
like a major criminal, tak¬ 
ing my name and address 
into a little black book, 
doing a police check on 
me and lecturing me as if 
I were a mass murderer 
. . . Later I read that the 
ACLU was challenging the 
city's new loitering law in 
the courts. This law pro¬ 
hibits anyone from con¬ 
gregating, clearly in vio¬ 
lation of the 

constitutional rights of 
citizens. It even prohibits 
a person who is ordered to 
leave a particular place 

from returning to that 
place for 48 hours. 

As the week progressed, 
I read an interview with 
the local sheriff who said, 
"A queer is a queer/ 
When I asked a Sacra¬ 
mento friend how such a 
nut got elected to office, 
he replied, "He was the 
more liberal of the two 
candidates." 

The news media quote 
the police, who make out¬ 
rageous anti-Gay state¬ 
ments regularly. Sacra¬ 
mento police reported a 
murder in a park rest¬ 
room, which "is fre¬ 
quented by homosexuals." 
The elderly male who was 
murdered AND the mur¬ 
derer both became "al¬ 
leged homosexuals" with¬ 
out any evidence . . . 
Later, when a "mad 
rapist committed his 
25th rape, the newspapers 
speculated that he could 
be actually a latent homo¬ 
sexual, unable to relate to 
women properly. 

In this atmosphere, 
candidate Rick Stokes

NEW YORK - The Nation- 
al Gay Task Force has 
issued a call to support a 
bill introduced this week 
in Congress which would 
extend the deadline for 
ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment for 
seven years (until March

On Wednesday, Oct. 12, 
the Congresswomen met 
with 60 major women's 
organizations and mem¬ 
bers of Congress at the 
office of Presidential 
Aide Margaret Costanza 
to conduct a briefing on 
the extension of the ERA 
deadline. A unanimous 
decision was reached in 
support of the plan. 

The deadline extension, 
if approved by Congress,- 
will in no way affect ef¬ 
forts to get three more 
states to ratify the 
Amendment by the origi¬ 
nal deadline of March 
1979. The extension is 
merely a "back-up proce¬ 
dure." 

Jean O'Leary, NGTF 
Co-Executive Director 
and a member of the 
International Women's 
Year Commission, who 
represented NGTF at the 
White House briefing, 
commented afterwards: 
"It is vitally important to 
get behind the proposal to 
extend the ERA (leadline

O'Leary noted that the 
ERA is a crucial civil 
rights issue which should 
have our full support.

Retreat 

FORT ST. LUCIE, FLA. - 
The Episcopal Bishops 
have adopted a theologi¬ 
cal statement that con¬ 
demns homosexuality, 
bars the ordination of 
homosexuals to the priest¬ 
hood and forbids priests 
from blessing Gay mar¬ 
riages. However, the 
Bishops declined to cen¬ 
sure Bishop Paul Moore of 
New York for ordaining 
Lesbian Ellen Marie Bar¬ 
rett as a priest last Janu¬ 
ary. Tne censure of 
Bishop Moore was tabled 
after the Bishop read an 
impassioned statement in 
which he warned that such 
a resolution could set off 
a "McCarthy-like purge" 
of Gay people serving in 
the church. 

In their theological 
statement, the Bisnops 
maintained that the Bible 
"rejects homosexual prac¬ 
tice" and that the church, 
therefore, "is right to 
confine its nuptial bless¬ 
ing exclusively to hetero¬ 
sexual marriages." The
